THE HEW HïlDr BOOK, 
We have received, and are receiving, 
numerous inquiries concerning the forth 
coming hymn book for the Brethren 
church. To answer these inquiries by 
letter would require raore tirae than we 
now have at command. We will there- 
fore give the required inforraation through 
the paper. 

Uptodate we have received teveral 
hundred hymns with músic, a fair pro- 
portion of both hymns and músic being 
original. To gather the material for the 
completion of a good sized book would 
not, therefore, require much morè tirae. 
There are, however, two other things 
which raust be considered, and these re- 
quire tirae and labor and money. Firs% 
all hymns must be submitted to competent 
judges for examination as to. their senti- 
ment and their adaptability to Brethren 
churches. The músic, too, must pass 
through the hands of persons who are 
authority on the subject, and whose judg- 
ment the church is willing to accept. 
Second, af ter this is done, then comes the 
question of finance, which is a very im- 
portant matter to consider. To make up 
the book without having at least some idea 
of the extent of its sales, would be unwise 
as well as running a great risk. In a short 
tirae we will be able to announce the price 
of the book, both word and músic editions. 
We will then send blank subscription 
sheets to all our churches and schools, 
with an outline of the contents of the book, 
and request them to give an approximate 
idea of the number of books wanted, in 
case the book is satisjactory in every parti- 
cular. If you must have song books at 
once, we can furnish you Gospel Hymns 
at 5 cents each, which can be used in 
church and school, for at least a while.
